NEW YORK (AP) - For the 


campaigning 
Democrats who 


want to be president, the race 
for nomination has become a 
grueling marathon, with trial 
heats almost every Tuesday but 
no decisive test in sight before 
California votes on June 6. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey of 


Minnesota 
and Sen. George 


McGovern of South Dakota are 
the principals in that primary 
election competition, with Ala- 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace 
picking his spots to challenge 
them. 


But for all the investment of 


energy, money and time, the 
prospect now is for a month of 
indecisive primaries, offering 
portents but little drama, clues 
but no clear cut decisions on 
who will emerge as the top 
man in a divided convention at 
Miami Beach next July. 


Tuesday was typical. 
McGovern defeated Humph- 


rey in the Nebraska presiden- 
tial primary, thus maintaining 
the momentum he gained with 
victories in Wisconsin and Mas- 
sachusetts and a narrow loss to 
the former vice president in 
Ohio. 


Humphrey said he didn't re- 


gard Nebraska as critical ei- 
ther way, because it was so 
close. He said he had run sur- 
prisingly well with little time to 
campaign. 


Humphrey trounced Wallace 


in West Virginia and said it 
was a win he had earned by 
confronting the Alabaman while 
other candidates ran out. 


McGovern 
sought to 
play 


down-its national significance, 
saying he would have voted for 
Humphrey himself given 
lace as the alternative. 


Both of Tuesday's 
contests 


were waged for psychological 
stakes. Delegates were elected 
separately, and it will be sev- 
eral days before it is clear who 
won them. 


It added up to an indecisive 


round, foretelling another in a 
week. Michigan and Maryland 
vote then; Wallace looks formi- 
dible in both states. 


The early 
primaries win- 


nowed the Democratic field to 
Humphrey, McGovern and Wal- 
lace all virtually certain to go 
the route. It is almost as cer- 
tain that none will prove much 
in the next month. 


But that will change when 


California becomes the track. 
Humphrey and McGovern will 
collide head on; Wallace has 
said he might stage a write-in 
campaign there. The primary 
winner will take away 271 votes 
for the Democratic nomination. 


Two weeks later, in New 


York, 278 convention delegates 
will be elected in the final pri- 
mary.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Dale Bumpers said today there 
was no truth to allegations by 
gubernatorial candidate Len E.

Bumpers told newsmen that 


Lt. Gov. Bob Riley had a State 
Police driver, but that he saw 
nothing wrong with that since 
Riley has a "serious handicap" 
— he is blind in one eye and 
has only partial vision in the 
other. 


Blaylock, the Republican can- 


didate for governor, said Tues- 
day that troopers were being 
taken off the highways to per- 
form "mickey mouse" assign- 
ments, including escorting gov- 
ernment officials. He suggested 
that this was a cause of the 
state's mounting highway death 
toll. 


Bumpers also told newsmen 


that he did not ettach political 
significance to highway safety 


Wai- coloring books printed with fed- 


eral funds for distribution to 
school children. Blaylock has 
said the books are "political 
advertising" for Bumpers since 
Bumpers wrote the introduction 
and the booklets contain a pic- 
ture of the governor. 


The governor said he had no 


idea that the booklets were to 
be distributed this week and 
probably would have asked the 
state Education Department to 
hold up distribution until after 
the election if he had known 
about it. 


Bumpers also replied to the

But no more. Since the late

munist currencies. 


Even more galling to Pick,

New Mines Are Automatic 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


hundreds 
and possibly thou- 


sands of 
underwater 
mines 


dropped by U.S. Navy planes to 
seal North Vietnam's ports are 
highly sophisticated devices un- 
like the old iron contact mines 
familiar to World War II sail- 
ors. 


The new mines can be trig- 


gered by a variety of means 
and are equipped with timing 
devices much like an alarm 
that both automatically arm 
and deactivate them. 


The timing is determined be- 


fore the mines are air dropped 
into the sea. 


With President Nixon allow- 


ing a three-day grace period 
for foreign vessels to safely 
leave North Vietnam's ports, 
the rrdnes were set to become 
armed after 6 a.m 
day 


The U.S. Nav> formally noti- 


fied all shipping of the mines 


Tuesday afternoon, saying any 
ships sailing the affected wa- 
ters "must do so at their own 
risk." 


Once dropped into place, mil- 


itary officials believe the North 
Vietnamese will have a difficult 
time clearing the mines from 
their waters. The mines are 
hard to detect and difficult to 
disarm. Hanoi has but four 
mine-sweeping 
naval vessels, 


far too few to have any signifi- 
cant effect, the officials say. 


However, the Soviet navy has 


over 300 minesweepers. But it 
was not known whether Mos- 
cow will send them to Hanoi's 
aid. If the ships are sent it's 
expected that the United States 
would simply lay more mines.

Dr. Anchard F. Zeller, an Air 


Force research scientist from 
Norton Air Force Base, Calif., 
said 
the 
responses 
of 
the 


downed fliers "ranged from op- 
timism to sheer panic." 


Zeller addressed the Aerop- 


sace Medical Association con- 
vention in Miami on Tuesday. 


The 200 fliers studied ranked 


from enlisted men to colonels, 
and 134 of them carried out 
precise, logical efforts to help 
rescuers, Zeller said. 


Sixty-six 
showed 
abnormal 


reactions including deep de- 
pression and panic. Some yel- 
led "into their microphones, be- 
rating the rescue forces for 
real and imagined ineptness," 
he said. 


Very few of the downed air- 


men showed much concern for 
food or water, Zeiler said, and 
only four reported that they 
took time out to pray.

Ministerial Alliance Meets 
Arnold 


Makes Campaign Attack on 
Government Reorganization 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


Sen. Q. Byrum Hurst, 53, of Hot 
Springs has focused his guber- 
natorial campaign attack on 
the Bumpers administration's 
most prized development: state 
government reorganization. 


"When the people know the 


truth about this conglomerate 
of state agencies, there has to 
be a great rebellion across the 
state of Arkansas," said Hurst, 
dean of the Senate with 22 
years experience. 


Gov. 
Dale Bumpers repeat- 


edly hailed the approval by the 
1971 legislature or the reorgani- 
zation 
plan as 
the 
No. 1 


achievement of his first legisla- 
tive session. The plan organized 
about (50 state agencies into 13 
departments. The aim, Bump- 
crs said, was to streamline gov- 
ernment and make it more ef- 
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ficient. 


But 
Hurst says it hasn't 


turned out that way. 


"Our present governor, in a 


so-called 
economy 
move, 


'streamlined' our state govern- 
ment by adding 620 new em- 
ployes to the state payroll in 
the first 10 months of his term 
at a cast to the taxpayers of $5 
million in the first biennium," 
Hurst said. 


Hurst was a surprise entry 


into the race for the Democrat- 
ic 
gubernatorial 
nomination. 


Before the filing deadline, he 
had said he would not seek re- 
election. The presumption in 
political circles was that he 
was bowing out partly because 
he narrowly averted defeat in 
the 1970 election. 


Then, with 30 minutes left in 


the filing period, he filed for 
the governor's race. 


He said his decision to run 


for governor was in part the re- 
sult of the political climate he 
found on trips out into the 
state. 


"There's 
more 
dis- 


contentment than you think," 
Hurst told a newsman. "I start- 
ed taking a few trips out over 
the state and I found this gen- 
eral discontent, not just in Hot 
Springs, where they feel some 
disappointment. It was quite 
general." 


In this, Hurst said, he sees a 


parallel with history and Gov. 
Francis Cherry of 1954, who 
failed to win a second term. 
However, Cherry's first-term 
victory was nowhere near the 
landslide scored by Bumpers in 
1970. 


Still, Hurst believes that the 


similarities between Bumpers 
and Cherry were enough alike 
that he says: "I think he's an- 
other Cherry. You'd think his- 
tory wao repeating itself, they 
were so smiliar." 


Hurst's attack on the govern- 


mental reorganization plan is 
expected 
to win him 
some 


backing among established po- 
litical 
figures, 
particularly 


those in some of the agencies 
that were consolidated with oth- 
ers by the plan. 


Outright repeal of the plan is 


not his goal, Hurst said. But, he 
added, he favored a system in 
which agencies that "historical- 
ly have been rather independ- 
ent" would be returned to their 
old positions. 


The plan itself gave the chief 


executive administrative power 
unparalleled in Arkansas his- 
tory, Hurst said. 


"In one short session, in our 


loyalty to the Democratic party 
and in our haste to cooperate, 
we have given to him more 
power than any governor has 
ever had in Arkansas," the sen- 
ator said. 


Hurst, an attorney, was a col- 


orful legislative figure, 
often 


associated with liquor interests 
and the gambling that 
flou- 


rished in Hot Springs. 


He sponsored a bill during 


the Winthrop Rockefeller ad- 
ministration to legalize casino 
operations in Hot Springs, and 
the General 
Assembly ap- 


proved But Rockefeller vetoed 
the bill

Camp Books, which the U.S. 


1st Marine Division vacated 
two years ago, is a ghost town 
come back to life. Families 
from Dong Ha and Cam Lo, 
which the Marines once se- 
cured and pacified, hang their 
washing and cook their noon- 
day rice in the screened-in bar- 
racks still bearing the signs:

For some, from the country, 


the living is easier than they 
have ever known: electricity,

The best organized refugee 


center is Camp Land, a former 
U.S. prison stockade still ringed 
with watchtowers and 12-foot- 
high concertinas of triple mesh 
barbed wire. The camp's self- 
government committee, meet- 
ing in what once was the war- 
den's office, has organized bus 
service into town, schooling for 
the children and a project of 
straw-hat-making to raise some 
community funds.

Senate 
Steps Up 
Debate

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate, pushed by anti-adminis- 
tration votes in a Democratic 
caucus, planned to step up de- 
bate today on whether to cut 
off money for all U.S. combat 
forces in Indochina. 


President Nixon's decision to 


mine North Vietnamese ports 
and his plea for a united Amer- 
ican front was submerged in a 
cross-fire of statements in the 
Senate wing Tuesday and the 
unprecedented 
action 
of 
the 


Democrats. 


In caucus, 
the Democrats 


voted 29 to 14 to go on record 
"as disapproving the escalation 
of the war in Vietnam as an- 
nounced by the President." 


The Democrats also decided, 


44 to 0, to proceed with the 
pending Case-Church end-the- 
war amendment, and they ap- 
proved 35 to 8 the cut off if it is 
modified to become effective 
four months after agreement is 
reached on the release of pris- 
oners. 


The caucus position on the 


cut off was believed to be the 
first time a party expressed it- 
self on Capitol Hill as in favor 
of stopping war money. 


The debate has languished on 


Case-Church for a week, with 
its critics saying to even dis- 
cuss it would encourage the 
North Vietnamese. At one 
point, agreement was said to 
have been reached to put off 
the question until the President 
returned from Moscow. Case- 
Church supporters are felt to 
be shy of enough votes, perhaps 
a half-dozen, to win. 


Sen. J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


referring to reports that a large 
number of Democrats did not 
want to act at all, said the 
votes themselves were signifi- 
cant.

marked by Sen. Mike Gravel's 
reading of excerpts of secret 
1969 National Security Council 
papers into the record along 
with the pro and con debate of 
the other senators.

of Defense. 


There was Democratic dis- 


gruntlement over the President 
not consulting Congress before 
moving on with his latest plans. 


Democrats had agreed in 


caucus Monday to defer Case- 
Church action to hear from the 
President. But, Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield and oth- 
ers only heard from the Presi- 
dent a few minutes before his 
broadcast announcement.

Import Center will be run by 
USDA's Plant and Animal 
Health Service and 
will be 


designed to handle animals from 
countries where foot-and-mouth 
disease exists; otherwise these 
animals would be prohibited 
entry into the United States. 
Initial importations will be 
limited to cattle until ap- 
propriate qualifying procedures 
are developed for other animal 
species. 


Animals will undergo a rigid 


quarantine and testing period of 
about 5 months at the station to 
insure against introduction of 
exotic diseases. Disease-free 
stock would then be permitted 
entry to the U. S. 4 mainland. 


For maximum security, the 


station will operate on an all-in 
all-out basis. Up to 4.00 imported 
animals will be handled at one 
time—two groups each year, a 
months quarantine each, and 1 
month cleaning and disinfecting 
between imports.
